large unobstructed areas are to be covered; but when faced Guillotining Hand-operated or power-driven guillotines can cut squares, 
with complex outlines and central pillars, especially oblongs and triangles almost equally economically. 


Linoleum in sheet form is still cheaper to lay when 


in cramped areas, flooring contractors have found that 
they can install tiles with very little waste of 
material, and at costs that are competitive with sheet 


linoleum. It is here that some knowledge of the 
contractors’ techniques and working methods can help 
the architect to design interesting floors 

and still keep down costs. 





Die-cutting Some contractors have semi-automatic machines that cut 
tiles up to 18” square in one movement. These machines also accept 
special dies to cut other shapes—such as those below—simultaneously 
with the rectangular tile. (Both parts of the tile should be used in the 
design to minimise waste.) The design of such shapes should avoid 
running the shaped cutter into the corner of the tile, where it would 
create strong side pressures during cutting.

Strip cutting Lacing strips and border strips, in widths ranging from 
s-inch to 18 inches, are used to form decorative effects or borders. (For 
use as borders, they are cut slightly wide to allow for fitting to irregu- 
larities of the wall line.) The cutting machine slices almost through the 
thickness of the linoleum to make the strips, which are then finally 
separated as required by the layer on site. 


Economical tile sizes Since linoleum is delivered in rolls 72 inches wide, 
contractors find the following sizes the most economical to cut: 


NOMINAL: * 9 inches, 12 inches, 18 inches, 24 inches, 36 inches. 


* Actual sizes are approximately }-inch less than the nominal sizes of all 
purpose-cut tiles. 


THE USES OF SHEET LINOLEUM 


This article does not, of course, set out to show that tiles have entirely 
replaced the traditional way of laying linoleum in sheet form—even where 
the architect wants to introduce designs in his floor. Below are three ways 
of using sheet linoleum in individual situations: 


Hand-cut designs Linoleum is easier than most floor coverings to cut into 
individual designs, and cutting by hand offers the designer the greatest 
possible freedom of treatment in producing a spectacular floor like the 
one shown below. At such a focal point—it was, in fact, John Piper's 


‘Baroque Room’ in The Observer's Film Festival—the extra cost would

Professional Charges laid down by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects ought to be

But, Mr. Rimmer warns: “A mere obser- 
vation by the architect or phrase in a letter that 
his fees will be based upon ‘the usual scale of 
fees’ or even the ‘R.1.B.A. is not 
enough to justify the Courts that the building 
owner has agreed to pay fees in accordance 
with any scale.” 

There are, no doubt, occasions when an 
architect may feel that, perhaps because of 
the complexity of the work or the excellence 
of his own skill in some particular circum- 
Stance, he should be allowed to exceed the 
scale laid down by his professional body. 

In the case of the R.I.B.A., a chartered 
architect may increase his fees for works to 
existing building and special works (furniture, 
exhibitions, ete.) without violating clause two 
of the R.I.B.A. Code of Professional Conduct, 
provided he obtains prior agreement, in 
writing, from his client. Other terms for vary- 
ing charges could be added to the list (which 
already includes terms for reduced charges for 
repetitive work). The all-important proviso 
is that an architect who wishes to increase his 
fee discusses it with his client before com- 
mencing work and obtains in writing the 
latter’s concurrence to the terms.

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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


PICCADILLY CIRCUS 

It is difficult to forecast the probable outcome of 
the public inquiry into that building on the Monico 
site in Piccadilly. Meanwhile, the issue has become 
slightly confused. J. M. Richards admirably set the 
scene and painted the background in a talk last week 
on the Third Programme. Why, in heaven’s name, the 
Third? This issue affects the whole nation, and one 
would have thought that the B.B.C. might have realized 
this. However, we must be grateful that it got on the 
air at all in so much detail. The B.B.C. gives archi- 
tecture and the arts a good break, but I wish they would 
realize that architecture is not exclusively a Third Pro- 
gramme subject. 

Everyone who is anyone in these matters seems to 
be agreed that the proposed building will not do. Not 
only is it considered a poor thing as architecture in 
itself, but, more important, it makes no contribution at 
all to any comprehensive plan for Piccadilly Circus. 
Many people firmly believed that the L.C.C.’s plan for 
the area was to be carried out and, although it was 
possible to criticize the scheme on a number of points, 
it was well planned, both for traffic and pedestrians. 
With really good architects in charge it could have pro- 
duced a distinguished group of buildings. If the present 
project goes forward the standard will be set for the 
area, and the rebuilding of Piccadilly Circus may well 
turn out to be a greater tragedy than the lost oppor- 
tunities of the City of London. The inquiry is bound 
to cause embarrassment in official quarters, but this 
will be a small price to pay for averting a catastrophe. 


TRIENNALE TRIUMPH 

The splendid news that Britain is to be represented 
after all at the Milan Triennale, in July, broke just 
too late for last week’s issue. The Ministry of Educa- 
tion is to build and furnish a three-class primary school

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complete, and the architect’s department of the Notting- 
hamshire County Council is to design it, using a form of 
construction developed there as part of C.L.AS.P. 
(Consortium of Local Authorities’ Schools Programme). 
Nottinghamshire will give its services free and some of 
the manufacturers and suppliers working on C.L.A.S.P. 
will provide their products free. 

How has this change come about at the eleventh 
hour when we had all given up hope? The Ministry 
of Education handout gives the answer in its first sen- 
tence: “The Government has been much impressed 
by the volume of informed opinion, which has called 
for a British exhibit at the Milan Triennale.” It then 
goes on to say that the benefits of such exhibitions are 
impossible to estimate, but quickly comes to the con- 
clusion that, in view of our work on schools, a Trien- 
nale devoted to “The House and the School” presents 
an opportunity not to be missed. Informed public 
opinion, therefore, has won the day, and that is very 
satisfactory. The Government has shown considerable 
courage in reversing its previous decision, and special 
praise is due to the Minister of Education, Sir David 
Eccles, for doing the very thing which he found himself 
unable to do as President of the Board of Trade in the 
last Government. Those who took an active part 
behind the scenes in trying to organize a British exhibit 
at Milan, in spite of the Government’s decision, had 
given up hope when the welcome news arrived; they 
will, I know, join the rest of us in wishing the Govern- 
ment, the M.o.E. and Nottinghamshire County Council 
every success in their enterprise. 


ROUND THE TRADE SHOWS 

WaLways. I always feel foolish and slightly uncom- 
fortable when attending trade demonstrations in places 
like the Orchid Room, at the Dorchester. The whole 
proceeding seems so completely out of place. I do 
not imagine that architects in general think any the 
better of a new product if it is presented in lush sur- 
roundings. The Walways partitioning system, shown 
last week, is ingenious and looks very well. Whether 
it possesses all the virtues claimed for it I do not know, 
but it appeared in demonstration form to be remark- 
ably easy to dismantle and re-erect. The principle is 
that spring-loaded posts are set up between floor and 
ceiling and at suitable intervals. These posts rely on 
pressure against floor and ceiling for their stability. 
The prefabricated panels, doors, and so on, are fixed 
to uprights on either side of the posts, simply and 
ingeniously, the panels clipping into position on spring- 
loaded “mouse-traps”. The finished job is smart and 
has a well-designed look. The manufacturers say that 
prices are competitive. The system was developed by 
an architect. 

WareRITE. Bakelite Ltd. introduced their 1960 range 
of new patterns at a small exhibition in Knightsbridge 
last week. The setting, by Dennis Lennon, was neat, 
but looked very out of place in the Victorian rococo 
hired house more often used for wedding receptions. 
Indeed, the exhibition must have followed hard on the 
heels of a wedding, for there were silver horseshoes on 
the doorstep—and a suspender. The patterns, largely 
by Jacqueline Groag, were interesting and pleasantly 
coloured. 

WittiAMS & WILLIAMS. Pursuing their policy of 
remaining aloof from the Building Exhibition, W. & W. 
have been holding a series of open evenings at their 
showrooms in High Holborn. They are still very pleased 
with Bronek Katz’s interior, and find that they can 
change their display of windows completely in three 
days using the floor and ceiling fixings which he pro-

Basildon Housing and the Radburn Idea

Crabtree that there was a great deal of relevant elaboration 
at the “Radburn in Britain” exhibition at the Housing 
Centre, which hung for four or five weeks and was 
generally advertised and reviewed. Before this, there was 
the Child’s Eye View exhibition, here in Nottingham, 
which again gave the facts he seeks and illustrated in 
model form most Radburns in Britain. He could have seen 
a television shot of the scheme which I believe superior to 
others and heard me explaining why I think so. There are 
a series of articles under way which will permanently 
record these facts when they are published in the near 
future 

As Mr. Davies shares my ideals and Mr. Crabtree deems 
it useful and stimulating to have discussion, perhaps you 
will allow me to deal with a few further points. 

I believe that Mr. Davies’s point about subsidized large- 
scale housing in the New Towns not lending itself to the 
Radburn idea is not true, as the idea is infinitely adjust- 
able. Contrary to what he says, the underlying economic 
conditions point to the Radburn separation more clearly 
than ever before, and the ultimate will never be reached 
if experimentation is with irrelevant versions of housing 
lay-out rather than with the separation which underlies 
the idea 

Mr. Crabtree imagines wrongly that there are any large- 
scale Radburn layouts at Basildon, a point verified in Mr. 
Davies’ letter. So he turns away it seems from the Radburn 
principle because of the limitations of other layout! No 
wonder I get cross and feel strongly that the idea itself 
has to be defended against this sort of careless, un- 
warranted slander! 

That Mr. Crabtree does not see the relevance of 
sociology, and its importance, is alarming. Unlike some 
master planners of New Towns I know, he has not gone 
through the agony of trying to use knowledge sociologists 
have not got but which they were generally expected to 
have. They have not stressed that motor traffic disrupts 
social intercourse and for sociological reasons, insisted on 
the separation of the species of homo sapien from the 
“internal combustionus.” This is due to their methods and 
their fear of giving any value—judgment, or, to use the 
ordinary word, advice. This is not just “effervescence,” but 
a considered observation, having seen town planners rely 
on sociologists with tragic results, and having studied 
sociology, to make quite sure I could analyse the dilemma 
I had noticed many years ago. Going right through the

Film on Timber Preservation 


Sir,—Having invited your representative to criticize our 
film “Timber Exposed”, we cannot complain about the 
views he expressed! However, we were a little taken 
aback by the vehemence of the notice printed in your 
latest issue (“Abner,” page 545, A. & B.N., December 2, 
1959). 

“Timber Exposed” is not intended to sing the praises 
of vacuum/pressure impregnation, but rather to prove 
the reliability of a water-borne preservative under condi- 
tions of severe leaching. The timbers under consideration 
would be certain to decay if used untreated, and no 
specifying authority would consider any other than a 
pressure treatment in such an environment. Hence we 
felt that a long demonstration of the treatment cycle was 
unnecessary in this particular film. We should add that 
the method of treatment is dealt with at length in our 
films covering other fields, for the good reason that there 
are alternative methods of application in those fields 
and so we stress the advantages of our own methods. 

With regard to the laboratory shots, we can say very 
little, except to wonder why they were thought “corny” 
in view of the fact that they cover aspects of mycological 
work which have not previously been filmed. Are they 
also unconvincing? Nobody else has found them so 

Perhaps we should be pleased that this film promotes 
controversy and we thank you for not having let it pass 
unnoticed.

ABNER 
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Shakespeare's Birthplace: New Building 

The Shakespeare Birthplace Trustees announce plans 
for a new building. The scheme, subject to formal plan- 
ning consent, provides in one spacious building a library, 
administrative headquarters and study centre. 

The building will occupy a site in Henley Street (at 
present partially taken up by a Victorian house which will 
be demolished) flanking the north-west side of the garden 
of Shakespeare's birthplace. 

The architects are Wood & Kendrick & Williams, of 
Birmingham, who have acted for the trust for many years, 
and the Royal Fine Art Commission has approved the 
design and the siting of the building. 

The trustees have decided to link this project with the 
commemoration in 1964 of the four-hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Shakespeare. Actual operations should 
begin next autumn, and it is intended to open the new 
building on Shakespeare's birthday, April 23, 1964. 

The cost is estimated at £100,000, and the trustees have 
opened a special fund to raise the necessary money by 
allocating £25,000 from their own limited reserves 


Monico Site Inquiry : 
Civic Trust to be Represented 

The Civic Trust will present expert evidence at the forth- 
coming public inquiry into the development proposals at 
Piccadilly Circus, and has retained Mr. Elwyn Jones, Q.c., 
to represent it. The purpose of this decision is not to put 
forward any precise solution of its own, but rather to 
ensure that the important architectural, planning and 
aesthetic issues involved may be fully ventilated and pos- 
sible alternatives considered. 

The trust will call as witnesses a number of persons who 
are qualified to speak with authority on these matters, 
but whose views will not necessarily be identical. 

The president of the Civic Trust, Mr. Duncan Sandys, 
being a member of the Government, will naturally take 
no part in these proceedings. 


Constructional Work in Great Britain 

Constructional work to the value of £504 million was 
carried out in Great Britain by contractors in the third 
quarter of this year, according to provisional figures com- 
piled by the Ministry of Works. This was £11 million 
more than in the second quarter of the year and £40 
million above the first quarter. 

The value of new housing work was £144 million, which 
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was £4 million more than in the second quarter and 
about 10 per cent more than in the same period in 1958. 
The increase was entirely in work done for private 
developers. 

There was virtually no change in non-housing work 
done for public authorities and on private industrial 
building compared with the previous quarter. There was 
a slight increase in the amount of repair work done 

It is provisionally estimated that at the end of 
October, 1,082,000 operatives were employed by the con- 
struction industries. This represents an increase of about 
15,000 compared with October last year, and about 16,000 
more than July this year. The latter increase was entirely 
on new work. Over the same period last year there was 
a decrease of 2,000. 

The provisional index number of the volume of pro- 
duction for the third quarter is 112—nearly six per cent 
more than a year ago. 

Costs continued to be slightly below the 1958 level and 
there was no change in the provisional index number 
for the third quarter of the year.

Proposed new building for the Shakespeare Birthplace Trustees in relation to other properties in Henley Street, Stratford 
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No Postponement of Monico Inquiry: Plan on View Two Days 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, told M.P.s. that he wants to reach an early 
decision on the Monico site project. And, six days later, 
the Lords were told that Mr. Brooke had refused to 
postpone the public inquiry (at County Hall, on December 
16) to give opponents of the scheme extra time to study 
the revised plans. The design will be displayed on the 
Monday and Tuesday before the inquiry opens. 

Mr. Brooke, replying to an adjournment debate, said: 
“| think it is only fair to the developers and to everyone 
concerned that there should be no undue delay.” 

The Minister fancied there was no unity amongst the 
critics of the proposed building. Some said it was not 
sufficiently distinguished architecturally; some said it was 
too distinguished—distinguished by its enormous blank 
panels. 

He went on: “Frankly, if there are to be advertisements 
on a new building, the building must be designed to carry 
the advertisements. It is not commonly realized that 
many of the rooms behind the existing advertisements in 
Piccadilly Circus are out of use because the advertisements 
block out the light. 

“I do not believe anyone wants a Piccadilly Circus of 
either stony austerity or unrelieved vulgarity, and, without 
prejudging any particular design, I suspect that the House 
does not wish to do away with the lights of Piccadilly 
Circus altogether. If that is so, I shall try to carry out 
the desires of the House in all that falls on me to decide. 

“Without expressing any view whatever on any parti- 
cular building, I do not intend to be the Minister who 
blacks out the streaming coloured sparkles which mean 
Piccadilly Circus to Her Majesty’s subjects all round the 
globe.” 

Mr. Brooke agreed that it was necessary to have a 
general idea of the way in which the whole Piccadilly 
Circus area might be successfully developed. The crucial 
fact was that it was not all under one ownership, and it 
would be quite impracticable to hold up all redevelopment 
until the time came when the reconstruction of the whole 
could be undertaken simultaneously. 

The traffic line along the north side of the square for the 
future traffic layout was now firmly settled, and it should 
be possible to redevelop the Monico site without prejudic- 
ing final decisions on the eventual traffic layout needed on 
the east and south sides. 

He was not at all sure that a rigid architectural scheme 
to be adhered to over a period of 20 or 30 years would 
stand the test of time. The requirements of the future 
developers were important because the buildings were of 
a commercial nature which must be economically as well 
as architecturally acceptable. 


Two-tier Model Scheme 
Never Approved by L.C.C. 


Answering a point about the two-tier model scheme, he 
said he understood that although this was approved by the 
Planning Committee of the L.C.C., it never went before 
the full council and had not the seal of council approval. 

He was also informed that none of the potential 
developers of the sites around Piccadilly Circus had in- 
dicated that they would be prepared to work to the two- 
tier system at all. 

Mr. Brooke said that Mr. Kenneth Robinson (Lab., St. 
Pancras, N.), who initiated the debate, had urged that 
Piccadilly should be an area of comprehensive develop- 
ment. The Minister said: “If the L.C.C. should come to 
me with that proposal, I siould certainly sympathetically 
consider it.” Up to the moment his information, however, 
was that the L.C.C. had not been prepared to seek this. 

Mr. Brooke said he had been examining whether it 


would be possible to get some public discussion before- 
hand of important projects. But it was not an easy prob- 
lem to solve. Judgment on any important project was 
impossible without seeing the plans and the problem was 
by what criteria one ought to select those planning appli- 
cations which should be put on view and exposed to public 
appreciation or criticism. This was harder because it 
was seldom that a planning application, once put in, 
remained unmodified 

Mr. Robinson said his objection to the building applied 
with almost equal force to the modified version ot the 
building which had not yet been seen by the public in 
general. He found it extraordinary that a building as 
important and as large as the Monico project should be 
designed by a firm of architects who were “just able to 
scrape through the regulations which permit the practice 
of architecture”. 

Mr. Robinson said the firm was Cotton, Ballard & Blow 
Mr. Cotton, he understood, was the developer of the site 
and not an architect; Mr. Ballard, he was told, was dead: 
and Mr. Blow was not even an associate of the R.I.B.A., 
but was a registered architect-—a lesser qualification. 

(Mr. Brooke later said that an architectural firm of high 
repute, not the firm mentioned by name, had, he under- 
stood, been entirely responsible for the exterior of the 
building.) 

Mr. Robinson said he considered the proposed building 
to be bad in shape and he disliked its proportions. He 
disliked the relationship between the tower and the podium 
and he found the whole architectural treatment un- 
inspiring. He appreciated that this was only a layman's 
view, but said he had never subscribed to the view that 
one had to be a hen to pass judgment on an egg 

The main tower of the building, as it would be seen 
from Piccadilly Circus, was to be nothing less than an 
advertisement hoarding !70ft high covered with illumin- 
ated advertisements. He did not accept that Piccadilly 
bright lights need be equated with advertisement signs. 
But even if one did he did not think one could justify a 
tower of advertisements which would in effect be a light- 
house visible half-way across London. He preferred 
advertisements not very much above the pedestrian’s eye 
level. 

He was certain that the problem of advertisements on 
buildings had not been settled by the proposed develop- 
ment, 

Another objection voiced by Mr. Robinson was that the 
building was inconsistent with the planned development 
of the whole Circus area, and it would put paid, if 
implemented, to any comprehensive integrated scheme of 
development. He thought the planning and layout of the 
L.C.C.’s comprehensive “national scheme” were excellent 


Differentiated Levels for 
Pedestrians and Traffic 


He thought the idea of differentiated levels for 
pedestrians and traffic was a brilliant feature. But there 
was only one satisfactory solution to the Piccadilly 
problem, and that was for the whole area to be declared 
an area of comprehensive development under the 1947 
Town and Country Planning Act. He submitted that 
because Piccadilly Circus was unique, it was wholly 
appropriate that the L.C.C. should aquire and develop 
what was after all the focal point of the capital city of 
the Commonwealth. He suggested that it might provide 
an opportunity for an open competition. 

Mr. Robinson summed up: “I regard this public inquiry 
into the Monico site as absolutely a test case. What 
happens as a result may well decide the architectural 
shape and planning of the West End for the next 100 years 
at least. Applications for development sites all over the 
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In Parliament—continued 


place are beginning to pour into the L.C.C., and many 
more are pending, at sites in Seven Dials, Cambridge 
Circus, Shaftesbury Avenue, Charing Cross Road and 
other places. 

“If these developments are left to the unfettered and 
uncontrolled whims of private enterprise, the West End 
will become the sort of architectural jungle that the City 
of London has become since the war,” he said. 

The news that no postponement would be allowed was 
given to the Lords on Wednesday, December 2, by Earl 
Waldegrave, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Agri- 
culture, who had been answering peers’ questions about 
the project. The public, he said, had been aware of the 
general scheme on the Monico site since March 13, when 
newspaper articles and photographs were published. He 
held up a number of photographs and said that objectors 
who had not started preparing their case could do so 
from that day 

It was an exceptional step, said Lord Waldegrave, to 
make plans available before an inquiry, but it was being 
done in view of public interest. 

The Marquess of Salisbury criticized the Government 
for allowing only two days between publication of the 
amended scheme and the inquiry. “The purpose of an 
inquiry of this kind, as I understand it,” he said, “is to 
inform the Minister and the public of all the views held 
in regard to a proposed scheme. In the present case I 
cannot help feeling that the only result will be that the 
inquiry will be in the nature of a farce.” 

There were cheers when he added: “The promoters 
and the L.C.C. will have plenty of time to prepare their 
case, but the objectors will have little time to get theirs 
properly presented.” 

Replying to Viscount Esher, Lord Waldegrave said 
that postponement until comprehensive plans were ready

would hardly be desirable. Development would take 
many years, and Mr. Brooke was reluctant to leave the 
north side derelict until the whole site was developed. 
“The developer must provide the design and submit it to 
the planning authority,” he added. “Normally that is 
the end of the matter.” 

Earl St. Aldwyn, Government chief whip in the Lords, 
interrupted further questioning to say that the exchanges 
were developing into a debate. 

The previous day Lord Conesford had asked whether 
the plans which the L.C.C. submitted to the Royal Fine 
Art Commission in February had disclosed the fact that 
the building was to be surmounted by a rotatable crane. 
Lord Waldegrave said: “I understand that no plans sub- 
mitted by the applicant to the council, or by the council 
to the commission, have included a crane.” Lord Cones- 
ford said he was not suggesting “that the crane was any 
more disreputable than the rest of the building”. 

Lord Conesford also asked whether the L.C.C. had yet 
submitted to the commission plans of the improved eleva- 
tion of the lower part of the proposed building, “which 
they agreed to be necessary to meet the commission’s 
criticism”. Lord Waldegrave said that, as yet, the L.C.C. 
had not themselves received the revised plans from the 
developers. 

The Earl of Swinton asked: “If this inquiry is going 
to take place so soon, who is going to represent the public 
interest? ... Will the Royal Fine Art Commission or some 
trust, or some body representing the public interest, be 
there to represent the views that have been so widely 
canvassed in both Houses?” Lord Waldegrave said: “The 
public is represented at this inquiry, and I understand 
that any member of the public or any organization 
representing the public has a full and perfect right to be 
represented at the inquiry.” (November 26.)

in 1958 the former Minister of Transport suggested that there should be a national competition for the design of an 
elevated motorway. As a result of this suggestion the Prestressed Concrete Development Group promoted a competition 
for the design of an elevated motorway in prestressed concrete. Designs submitted had to be based on the use of prestressed 
concrete, either on its own or in conjunction with reinforced concrete. The scheme had to include an elevated road on the 
same line as an existing road and carried above it on piers located in the central strip dividing the two carriageways of 
the lower road on which traffic would continue both during construction and after completion; and a length of this road 
shor t-circuiting a section of the lower road so that a more economic arrangement for the supports could be adopted, limited 


only by the requirement that the area below the elevated road could be used as a car park

Entry No. 6 


This entry is recommended for the first prize because 
it is a clean design aesthetically acceptable, structurally 
good and provides a reasonable traffic solution for a 
design speed of 50 m.p.h. It is, however, not well presented 
but the assessors feel that this should not be allowed to 
detract from its merits. 

In the report submitted the transverse units of the motor- 
way are designed for all possible loading conditions. The 
stresses employed are satisfactory in all the cases con- 
sidered, but there may be a critical section about 7ft from 
the end of the cantilever. 

The spine beam is stressed after the in situ section of 
the deck has been poured. The composite effect is not 
considered in the calculations, which assume that the whole

This entry is recommended for the second prize because 
it is structurally sound and provides the best traffic solu- 
tion among the entries, as well as being well presented. 
Aesthetically it is considered poor in that functionalism 
appears to have been taken too far with the over-elabora- 
tion of elements. Some clothing of these elements would 
improve the design and it is considered that the parapets 
are unpleasantly heavy in appearance.

A large transverse prestress is used 
to counterbalance the effect of the four 6-ton excess wheel 
loads and an analysis employing distribution coefficients 
is provided. The supporting frame is designed by strain 
energy methods ignoring bending moments in all the 
members except the top boom of the truss. The calculations 
generally are thorough, but high stresses are used in places 
and the losses assumed in the pretensioned units appear 
to be low 


The construction method appears to be simple and 
satisfactory 
Entry No. 8 


This entry contains several errors in the calculations, 
some of which, if corrected, would tend to cancel each 
other so that a not dissimilar solution would appear. 
Erection would be rather difficult, but the traffic solution 
is reasonable. From the aesthetic viewpoint the solution 





is simple with supports which might not appear unpleasing 
individually, but which in continuation would certainly 
appear fussy. 

[he calculated bending moment at the junction of the 
cantilever and the spine beam due to the point loads is 
much too high and consequently the calculated prestressing 
force is excessive.

This entry was attractively presented and the longitudinal 
arch is pleasing.

Entry No. 3 

There are considerable merits in this design from the 
construction and erection point of view and much thought 
has been given to the solution submitted. Traffic considera- 
tions appear to be adequate. From the aesthetic viewpoint. 
however, the unusual supports appear somewhat massive 
and inhuman in scale 


Entry No. 22 

This design is aesthetically pleasing and although there 
are weaknesses in the structural design, it is considered 
that these could be suitably amended.

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ARCLAYS BANK LTD. were the 

first joint stock bank to build a 
first-floor banking hall with escalator 
access from street level, and in their 
new High Street premises they have 
again used this arrangement. This is 
the second new branch of Barclays to 
be opened in the Birmingham city 
centre during the past five years and 
to it will be transferred business from 
other city centre branches likely to 
be affected by the various central 
area reconstruction schemes on which 
work has already commenced. 

Town planning considerations, in 
fact, amply justify this move away 
from the conventional ground-floor 
corner siting of banks in shopping 
streets and the often inadequate car 
waiting facilities for customers. The 
long frontages of banking halls also 
break up the continuity of shopping 
frontages which affects the pros- 
perity of shopping streets.

green hide panels with sycamore sur- 
rounds, and brass edging and dividing 
strips. 

The cashiers’ counter is at a single 
level, on which are mounted oak 
writing slopes with cream leather 
fronts incorporating ink-stands and 
credit slip trays. At the rear of the 
cashiers’ enclosure is a plastic faced 
mural in a sycamore frame depicting 
the bank’s areas of operation over- 
seas, mounted on a background of 
oak knuckle-bone panelling divided 
by vertical bands of dark red Vynide. 
The securities and foreign exchange 
counter is at two levels to allow 
working at desk height. 

The main ceiling over the banking 
hall is a fibrous plaster folded slab 
with inset port-hole type lights, while 
the ceilings to the remaining areas 
are filled acoustic boards’ with 
recessed fluorescent light fittings and 
directional spotlights. 

The manager's room is panelled 
in vertical oak panels with a con- 
trasting wood dividing bead and a 
black linoleum _ skirting.

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A NEW METHOD OF 
MANUFACTURING 
HANDRAIL WREATHS 


See twisted portion of a continuous handrail-curving in 
plan around the wellhole of a geometrical stair and 
known as a wreath, has always been expensive to make 
by traditional methods. A multi-storey building may 
require 20 or more of these, and with a view to economy 
and mass production, research into their manufacture by 
lamination has been investigated by Mr. Frank Keeling, of 
Derby and District College of Technology, who is also the 
author of two books on Modern Carpentry and Joinery. 

The result is a new technique requiring a simple drawing 
to determine the pattern and a bending drum. When 
finished, the appearance is better than that in the solid, 
and the grain being more uniform makes squaring the 
wreath, grooving and moulding much easier. 

The particular example shown was as difficult a problem 
in one piece as could be envisaged in this modern medium 
because of the ramps, level portion and very small radius 
associated with the usual square ended concrete wellhole. 

By conventional methods only a quarter turn can be 
made in each piece of timber because of the cross grain. 
This means that, traditionally, three pieces with two joints 
and bolts would be required for the present example. 

In view of this, and in order to tie the main balustrades 
for public safety, it has been necessary for the blacksmith 
to make a continuous iron core rail which fits to the 
underside of the wreathed handrail. As the iron core rail 
is generally made first, the usual method adopted by the 
joiner is to take a block of wood large enough to contain 
his finished wreath and to gradually shape this to fit by 
trial and error. 

By making the wooden wreath first, a predetermined 
result can be achieved by using geometry to find the 
patterns, twist bevels and thickness of plank required, but 
then the making and fitting of the core rail is expensive 
in time. 

However, while an iron core can still be used, the most 
important and unique feature of this new medium is that 
it is now possible to connect the straight balustrades by 
the wreath alone, since the grain of a laminated bend is 
continuous and its strength much greater than that of solid 
timber. Also, the wreath can be finished and supplied to 
the site ready to fix as its curves are independent. 

From the staircase plan, the elevation of the falling 
line of the handrail is drawn, the change of direction 
between the sloping rails and level portion being connected 
by curved ramps. As the finished shape of the inside of 
the rail is the only pattern required, the actual curves can 
be made to suit the designer. 

Veneers, approximately 4ft by 7in, depending on the 
pitch and the size of the wellhole, by rein thick, are used 
to build up the 3in blank, being glued with either 
“Casco” cold-water glue or “Casamite”, depending on the 
kind of timber and bent to the required pitch across a 
wooden drum made to the plan curve. 

When set the pattern is glued on to the inside face of 
the blank and a sharp saw, gouge and square used to shape 
the top surface. The bottom surface can be gauged from 
this. 

If an iron core rail is desired on account of the 
balustrade design then the blank bent to the plan curves 
only, either by the builder or a lamination factory, can 
be used to advantage by the joiner because the pattern for 
his falling line can be taken directly from the blacksmith- 
made balustrade. In such cases the pattern will require a 








The nandrail wreath is a difficult and expensive 
part of any staircase. After research into the 
problem, Mr. Frank Keeling has produced a 
new method of manufacture and this is 
described here.

slight adjustment to allow for the smaller radius of the 
inside face of the handrail. 

If the squared wreath is made first, the problem of 
shaping and fitting a red hot iron core rail to it is overcome 
by making a concrete anvil for this by using the bending 
drum with the addition of three mortar spots as formwork, 
and common bricks as spacers. The formwork is filled with 
concrete approximately to the falling line on the drum, 
and when the squared wreath has been coated with shellac 
and well greased this is pressed into the wet surface. 
The impression when dry is the required shape of the core 
rail. 

The total time from the commencement of the drawing 
to the finished example shown, including the iron core rail 
and concrete anvil, was 24 hours. Of this, seven hours 
were accounted for in gluing and squaring the complete 
wreath by hand, this being the main item for comparison 
of time.

FIR PLYWOOD STRUCTURES 


‘THE Plywood Manufacturers’ Association of British 
Columbia has donated an all-wood broiler house to 
Cambridge University School of Veterinary Medicine for 
poultry housing research. 

The rigid frame building is 32ft long and 30ft wide, 
providing 960 sq ft for approximately 1,000 broilers. 
Necessary strength and rigidity for walls, roof, doors and 
framing gussets were provided by 75 panels of 8ft by 4ft 
by ?in underlay sheathing grade exterior Canadian fir 
plywood. The interior was lined with 46 panels of fir 
plywood ysin thick. Studs and rafters of the rigid frames 
are of C.L.S. Western Hemlock. The structure is erected 
on a concrete foundation and concrete slab floor. 

Canadian fir plywood used on the Cambridge broiler 
house is made with phenol formaldehyde resin glue that 
is permanently waterproof. This exterior fir plywood is 
a grant-earning material when used on farm _ buildings 
approved by the Ministry of Agriculture. 


Special Insulation Requirements 


Dr. D. W. B. Sainsbury, of the University Department 
of Veterinary Clinical Studies, an authority on housing 
and rearing farm animals, requested that the building 
be insulated so that the average “U” factor would not be 
greater than 0-20. By using a fir plywood exterior and 
interior cladding with only lin of bitumen bonded Fibre- 
glass insulation, a “U” factor of 0-15 was easily achieved. 
This low “U” value means a 74 per cent decrease in heat 
loss aS compared with an uninsulated, unlined building 
having a “U” factor of 0-58. In addition a continuous 
vapour barrier was installed between the interior lining 
and the insulation. The design of this rigid frame h igid

Rigid Frame Construction 


The rigid frame type of fir plywood broiler house 
erected for current research purposes at Cambridge Uni- 
versity demonstrates a relatively new concept in building 
designed in Britain. The system was developed and 
tested about four years ago by engineers of the Plywood 
Manufacturers Association of British Columbia in co- 
operation with the University of British Columbia 
Department of Agricultural Engineering. It was adopted 
rapidly across the Dominion, and today rigid frame 
construction of farm and commercial buildings clad 
with fir plywood is common. Even under rigorous 
farm conditions, this all-wood system has proved to 
be a most economical and structurally sound method of 
building agricultural structures requiring floor areas clear 
of supporting posts. 

The rigid frame building in fir plywood and timber relies 
on the exceptional strength and rigidity of fir plywood for 





The fir plywood rigid frame broiler house at Cambridge 
University shows the clean, smooth interior achieved with this 
form of construction. There are no posts or protruding 
braces. One inch of Fibreglass insulation and continuous 
vapour barrier were easily placed between the timber 
framing members to produce the low insulation ‘‘U” factor 
of O15. The broiler house was erected by Leafwood 
Buildings Ltd. 


the elimination of posts, trusses and extra bracing. 
Essentially it involves making clear span arches with stud 
and rafter members joined by nailed fir plywood gussets. 
The “arches” are erected and clad -with plywood which 
braces the structure as it encloses it. 

Only the simplest of wood-working tools are required 
for all — of construction. In Canada, where farm build- 
ing manufacturers are not numerous, most farmers build 
their own rigid frame buildings. The fir plywood rigid 
frame building was designed originally to give clear floor 
area and unobstructed overhead space for implement sheds, 
material storage and loose housing. Economy and adapt- 
ability has made it popular for barns, poultry houses, 
industrial buildings, warehouses and similar buildings 
where floor areas clear of supports are desired.

Because of the considerable interest developing here in 
this method of construction, the Canadian system has been 
modified to incorporate specific needs of farm buildings in 
Britain. Various profiles have been developed to meet 
requirements such as lower roof for poultry or pig housing. 
The rigid frame broiler house at Cambridge is such a 
modification. Spans up to SOft are readily achieved and 
buildings of any length can be erected quickly. 

The fir plywood rigid frame building was chosen as 
one of three test structures for the Cambridge Department 
of Veterinary Clinical Studies project on controlled 
environmental conditions. The basic design was easily 
adapted to provide the high degree of insulation and 
uniform adjustable ventilation necessary for broilers. Clear 
span and general design makes the building adaptable for 
projected future studies with other livestock. 

The use of exterior fir plywood for farm buildings is 
just beginning to develop extensively here. The product 
has, however, been widely used in Canada and the United 
States for more than two decades with excellent results. 
It has proven equally satisfactory under British weather 
conditions. Experience with exterior fir plywood during the 
war led a number of British firms to erect plywood poultry 
houses which are still in continuous service and good 
condition.

THE great news recently has been 
the entry of the Russians on to 
the softwood market with an offer of 


107,000 standards at prices below 
those quoted by other countries. The 
quantity was much smaller than had 
been expected by the trade in this 
first set of stocknotes, and this, com- 
bined with the low prices, led to a 
scramble. The fall clause has been 
dropped, except for contracts placed 
for shipment from next September 
onwards, and these contracts will 
also carry a rebate of £2 a standard 
on the prices quoted for earlier ship- 
ments in the summer. 

Most of the timber offered is 
accounted for by 46,000 standards 
from Archangel and 17,000 standards 
from the Kara Sea. The basic c.if. 
prices per standard for unsorted 7in 
redwood deals and battens from 
Archangel is £86. with boards at £96, 


boards £74. Redwood fourths are 
£66 and whitewood fourths £65. Kara 
Sea deals and battens are £90 and 
boards £100. 

These prices, while showing small 
increases over the price list for the 
first set of stocknotes of last year, 
are still a good way below the prices 
for Swedish and Finnish wood. Of 
course, the Russian timber is always 
cheaper than the Scandinavian wood, 
perhaps by some £4 or £5 a standard, 
mainly because of the better terms 
and specifications offered in Scan- 
dinavia, but even so these Russian 
prices have come as a surprise. The 
flood of orders has shown clearly 
that the Russians could have charged 
more and still found buyers quite 
comfortably. There is a lot of specu- 
lation in the timber trade as to the 
next Russian move. After a heavy 
demand for the first offer last year 
the Russians simply kept increasing 
the quantity available without chang- 
ing the prices. Will they now cover 
the much heavier demand? 


Russian prices will prevent any 
further advance in prices quoted by 
Swedish and Finnish shippers. They 
had been lifting prices almost weekly 
since the summer. It also means that 
Canadian wood will be too dear, 
except for specialities, such as long 
lengths and Western red cedar. 

The importers have been buying 
on a substantial scale in the expecta- 
tion that sales of timber in this 
country will at least be maintained 
at the present higher level in 1960. 
So no shortages should develop. But 
prices are bound to be pushed up to 
cover the higher replacement costs. 
This is a price movement which the 
building trade must expect to see over 
the coming months. 

Plywood contracts for iveries 
next year are being signed with Russia 
and Finland. In both cases there have 
been some increases of around two 
and three per cent over the prices 
quoted this year. This means a 
relatively small rise in view of the 
heavier sales.
